ectuiiurist in Warm Quarters.

j Hit 
tide lielow in lefer- 
ence to tb earrc. of Mrs; Ellen 8. Tup- 
per from tbo Carrol county Mirror of 
Illinois, which will be read with in­ 
terest by all bee keepers: 
M o n t ic e llo , Ionva, 1876. 
Mrs. Ellen S. Tupper, a long resi­ 
dent of Des Moines, Iowa, has recent­ 
ly been arrested for the alleged crime 
of forgery. Heretofore she has borne 
an unblemished character. 
She with 
iter husband came to this State about 
twenty years ago with $2,000, with 
which they went into business, and 
finally failed, when from th at time to 
the present they have l»een carrying 
on an extensive bee trade. 
H er hus­ 
band being, during most of the time, 
unable to secure any labor; threw up­ 
on her the burden of providing for the 
family, which she did with wonderful 
success. She is a woman of high cul­ 
ture and refinement, aud is known 
all over tho States as the "head cen­ 
ter” of this business. H er articles 
have been scattered abroad and are 
the standard authority. The Chicago 
Bee Journal has been edited by her a 
number of years; site is comparatively 
well oil'; ami it is difficult to conceive 
what her motives were in committing 
such a crime as this. During the 
Fanner’s Institute two weeks ago, 
she interested her large audience with 
tiie subject of her life work, and 
though -die attracted m uch attention, 
yet she won the esteem of all present. 
The facts are about as follows: 
On tho 11 til of last mouth,Mrs. Tup­ 
per, on her way to Delaware County, 
stopped over one night in Monticello. 
The following morning she negotiated 
notes at the Monticello Bank to the 
amount of $800. Some four or five 
days later she returned, and before 
leaving she negotiated other notes at 
the same bank, bearing the like en­ 
dorsement of Platt Smith and John 
Hodgdon, capitalists of Dubuque. To­ 
tal amount of notes negotiated,$1,774; 
for which the bank paid $1.600. 
On 
Friday last it was discovered that the 
notes were forgeries, aud steps were 
immediately taken for her arrest. 
Sheriff Babcock with Cyrus Laugwor- 
thy, cashier of toe bank here, started 
for Slate Center, where they found the 
lady in the hands of the officers there. 
Immediately after herarrest,she went 
into violent spasms, becoming rigid 
and helpless. Dr. Dixon, her family 
physician, was immediately telegrap- 
ed for, but being unable to leave home 
sent his partner, Dr. Stone. 
SheriiF 
Babcock having strong suspicions of 
the genuineness 
of the woman’s 
spasms, determined to return with her 
on Saturday morning to Monticello, if 
possible; summoning a council of phy­ 
sicians, who decided tLut the lady 
could be removed without risk of her 
health. 
FZvery possible attention was 
shown the unfortunate woman, her 
own physician was allowed to accom­ 
pany ner.and on Monday morning she 
arrived here. 
But before leaving 
State Centre, she placed in the hands 
of her daughter, Miss Kate Tupper a 
letter, which at the close she adus : 
"Enclosed you will find two notes. 
The circumstances under which I ob­ 
tained them I must keep secret even 
from you. I promise not to use them 
unless driven to it by dire necessity, 
and I desire you also not to use them 
unless absolute necessity’ to save your 
mother’s good name.” 


D e s M o in e s, Dec. 1st, 1875. 
Thirty days after date I promise to 
pay Mrs. Ellen ». Tupper or bearer, 
the sum of One Thousand Dollars, with 
interest at ten per cent, per annum.

The other note was $300 at 60 days, 
and signed as above. Thi9, indeed, is 
a strange circumstance. Since her ar­ 
rival here we have learned of a num ­ 
ber of notes she has forged, among 
which are the names of Hon. James 
Harlan and Mr. Burroughs, of Des 
.Moines to the amount of $3,000. These 
she confessed, and as she paid tho en­ 
tire amount no criminal proceeding 
was commenced against her. Two 
weeks ago site obtained from the Far­ 
mer’s Loan and Trust Co., at Vinton, 
$1,000 on a note bearing the forged 
signature of Messrs. Hodgdon and 
Smith, of Dubuque, depositing, as 
collaterals two notes of $856, and 
signed by her three brothers. It is 
not known whether these are forgeries 
or not. Another collateral was depos­ 
ited at the same time, signed by Mr. 
Roekman of Vinton, aud Mrs. Cald­ 
well of Council BluflTs. The note of 
S1000 was send to the National Bank of 
Des Moines for collection, but failed to 
ever reach Des Moines, having mys­ 
teriously disappeared from tho mail 
between Vinton and I)es Moines, and 
tho note of $634 lias since come to 
light in W ashington county. 
Hhe 
has not had any examination yet, so 
many sympathizing friends have suc­ 
ceeded so far in keeping the stern arm 
of the law from her. It is claimed by 
many that she is insane, and yet we 
think it a strange freak of insanity. 
W hat her defense will be wre liavo not 
yet learned. Milo P. Sm ith aud Mon­ 
roe & Herrick are employed as coun­ 
sel by the State; J. Q. Wing for the 
defendant. 
Where the money has 
gone is yet a mystery, and forms a 
bad feature in the case. 
We would 
regret, even, to see the guilty punish­ 
ed, if they are not responsible, being 
bereft of reason.

Swarming. 


Already swarming has commenced 
among tlie Italian colonies in the val­ 
ley apiaries. 
In the Los Angeles api­ 
ary for the past week the Italians have 
been throwing off swarms as if they 
proposed to sweeten the world and the 
rest of mankind. Early swarming is 
a peculiar characteristic of the Italian. 
No black swarms have as yet made 
their appearance that we have heard of. 
There are two evils attending ma­ 
tured swarming—uncertainty and loss 
of swarms by absconding to the woods 
or to enrich some neighboring apiary 
and uncertainty on account of the 
state of the colony, the season or 
weather. Some seasons they will not 
swarm at all; others they will swarm 
too much, so that they become very 
weak and sometimes destroyed or be­ 
come worthless. 
They require con 
stant watching and should the apariau 
have many of them, several swarms 
may issue at the same time and per­ 
haps settle together, or may come out 
so close to each other that he cannot 
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attend to hiving all and thus some are 
lost. Artificial swarming or dividing 
obviates all these difficulties. We will 
briefly describe the operation : 
If you wish to divide but oneswarm, 
remove from it about one third of the 
frames that are filled with comb with 
the queen aud bees adhereing. Place 
them m the middle of your new hive, 
the empty comb or frames on either 
side. Then remove the old hive two 
or three rods and place your new one 
where the original stood. This should be 
done about the middle of the day when 
the bees are out at work so as to catch 
them 
when 
they 
return. 
Care 
should bo taken to leave plenty of 
eggs ami young brood in the old 
hive so that its occupants can rear an­ 
other queen. If yon had four or more 
colonies, take two or three frames with 
the bees adhering from each of four 
hives, taking care that you do not re­ 
move a queen. Three or four of the 
combs thus transferred should contain 
eggs and brood. After placing them 
iu your new hive remove the fifth col­ 
ony which should be a strong one and 
place your new one in its place. In 
about ten days the queeniess part will 
have finished their queen cells, when 
all but the largest and best formed 
be destroyed for fear of swarming. Do 
not divide too much so as to weaken 
your colonies. 
You should remember 
that the great success in bee-keeping 
is in strong swarms. 
Bees consume |arge quantities of 
water when building comb and rear­ 
ing brood. W ant of it, it is said, will 
produce dysentery among them. 


Bec-Kecpers’ Meeting. 


The Bee-Keepers’ Association of Los 
Angeles county met at Leek’s Hull on 
February 19th, 1876, President Bruck 
in the chair. 
The minutes of last meeting were 
read and approved. 
Mr. Bruck read a paper on Salicylic 
acid as a new remedy for foul brood. 
The paper was accepted and ordered 
published in the Los Angeles H e r a ld , 
and in the Pacifie Rural Press. 
The following amendment to the 
Constitution was adopted : 
Any member, who, being in arrears 
with his annual fee, and after'having 
been notified by the Secretary, does 
not report within three months, shall 
be struck from the list of members, 
but shall have the privilege of re-en­ 
tering the Association on payment of 
fees due and of the usual annual fee in 
advance. 
"Cultivation of plants that yield 
honey in winter at the foot of the moun­ 
tains,” was appointed as the subject 
for discussion at the next meeting. 
Mr. Davidson was requested to write 
a paper on the comparative merits of 
Italian, hybrid and black bees, as hon­ 
ey gatherers. 
The Secretary distributed comb- 
foundations among the members pres­ 
ent, and read extracts of the bee 
journals received. 
A vote of thanks was given to Mr. 
Arnold for his kind permission to use 
the hall. 
The meeting then adjourned to meet 
at the same place at one o’clock on the 
third Saturday in April.

Her mind, which in her youth­ 
ful days was so vigorous and well or­ 
ganized, and which, according to Leo­ 
pold I, was capable of disconcerting a 
whole Council, is now invaded by a 
most intense and stupefying darkness. 
The Queen of Belgium, who so fondly 
loves her sister-in-law, can only see 
her through a sky-light iugeninusly 
placed in the roof which covers tlio 
cell of this insane personage. .'Lor 
hair, which she dresses for whole 
hours, and her long bill of fare, is al' 
that absorbs the Princess’ thought ;. 
At table, which she prepares herself, 
she sits aloue and helps herself to the 
choice bits her palate dictates auff 
which she receives out of a liand- 
basket. 
Poison is said to have origi­ 
nated this frightful madness, but the 
truth, however, seems to be that tho 
Empress 
Charlotte was sun-struck 
while 
accompanying 
a procession 
through the gardens of the palace 
which served as her residence during 
Summer, while in Mexico. One of 
the dumcs d'honneur (gentlewomen) 
met with the same fate while attend­ 
ing this amusement,dying after being 
a prey to a horrible madness. 
After 
the drama at the Temple prison, tho 
last stopping place of the French fam­ 
ily, there is nothing more sinister 
.than the prisou cell at Tervueren, 
being the epilogue of the slaughter of 
Queretaro.

Now, however,the secret agent comes 
out with the statement that no facts 
obtained by him tended to implicate 
the Senator in Ihe crooked transac­ 
tions. It is presumable that between 
the making of the first report and the 
publishing of his last statement the 
agent has been interviewed by S a r ­ 
g e n t or some of his friends, and made 
to see the error of his ways- The re* 
traction or contradiction, however, 
does not entirely remove from the 
minds of some people, tlie impression 
that things are not altogether straight 
in the whiskey business in and about 
San Francisco. It was intimated 
some years ago that Senator C o l e 
had many friends in the crooked line 
and that those friends were not ignor­ 
ant of the advantages resulting from 
having a friend at court. If this cus­ 
tom prevailed iu Co l e’s Senatorial 
days why should it not exist in those 
of S a r g e n t . The whiskey manu­ 
facturing business of San Francisco is 
in the hands of a few persons who con­ 
stitute themselves a cjose corporation. 
If they can count on Senator S a r g e n t 
as their friend they have it hi their 
power to name the appointes to Fed­ 
eral offices connected with the Reve­ 
nue Department and of course ofliccrs 
so appointed are aware that they will 
hold their positions only so long as 
the whiskey ring so wills, and will do 
nothing which the ring desires should 
be left undone. There may bejnueli 
of the crooked about San Francisco 
and the officers know nothing of it. 


St. Patrick. 


The anniversary of Ireland’s patron 
saint will be celebrated in the United 
States with great eclat to-morrow. 
Patrick, a native of Gaul, and a rela­ 
tive of St. ¡Martin of Tours, was sent 
to Rome by Germanus of Auxerre,aud 
intrmted by the pope with tho mis­ 
sion of converting the Irish people. 
He arrived in Ireland about the mid­ 
dle of the 5th ceutury, and died iu 
493, leaving tho island Christian. 
This eventgave a considerable impulse 
to civilization. 
The churches and 
nif nosteries founded by Patrick be- 
ci me so many schools,a zeal for lea ra­ 
il g spread among clergy and laity, 
nd tlie favorite monastery of St. 
Patrick at Armagh became famous as 
a school all over Europe. Such is ftie 
history of St. Patrick in brief prose, 
divested of all romance. 
His piety 
and learning have left an internal 
impress on the Irish character which 
exists to the present day. He lifted a 
nation out of ignorance and barbarism 
and for centuries the regenerated na­ 
tion had a prominent place in history. 
Powerful enemies abroad and political 
persecutions at home destroyed their 
national existence, but the patriotism 
of Ireland’s sons is as warm to-day as 
when tiieir ancestors rcsis ed Crom­ 
well and Henry Vi i I. In 1 lie true 
Irish spirit will Erin's sons in Los 
Angeles celebrate the birthday of ti e 
great saint ; to all ages will his exam­ 
ple descend and while vlrtueand reli­ 
gion exist bis memory will be revered.

S a n F r a n c isc o , 16th.— An extract 
from a private letter from Mazatter 
March 4th, says our troubles have 
commenced. In view of the recent 
calamity in Hungary, whereby the 
overflow of tlie Danube, 150 square 
miles of land have been inundated. 
Towns and villages are swept away 
and many lives lost and hundreds of 
people rendered homeless aud desti­ 
tute. T lie natives of tlie country re­ 
siding in the city have taken steps to 
aid tiieir unfortunate countrymen. 
The police made a raid on the faro 
games last evening with good results^ 
Put Robesons game,on Post St. with 15 
visitors and proprietor were captured. 
A. Henderson’s game on Market 
street was also captured. Henderson 
was found sitting on the sharp edge of 
a faro box keeping watch over his 
tools. The game at No. 36 Geary 
street was also captured. The house 
336J Bush street was tended by two 
men who were colored. Whipple’s 
game 624 Market street, a house rent­ 
ed from Congressman Piper, was also 
captured with a few visitors. The 
raids on all tlie houses were made sim­ 
ultaneously so that in a few of the 
places men were surprised aud the 
greatest consternation 
prevailed. 
Altogether the raid was the most ex­ 
tensive ever attempted in the city, 
ami the gambling fraternity were in a 
fury over it. In Put Robinson’s gamg, 
$1092 was confiscated, and smaller 
sums in all the other games. The po­ 
lice also raided on two games in Chi­ 
natown, but were not so successful as 
on tbe favo banks, capturing but one 
game. Made a haul of 27 players, 
however, and a $100. 
Daniel O’Leary, tlie Chicago pedes­ 
trian issued a challenge to walk any 
man on the Pacific Coa9t from one to 
five hundred miles. 
Private dispatches confirm tire pur 
chase by tbe Government of tlie bul­ 
lion product of the Consolida 
ted Virginia and California mines for 
one year. The amount thus sold can 
hardly fall below 830,000,000 iu tlie ag­ 
gregate. Tlie details have not beeu 
received, but tlie terms of the pur­ 
chase will not vary materially troni 
those given. 
A t the Spaulding Court Martial to 
day, Robert Watt, of the Swiss-Amer- 
iean Bank, testified that he had liat 
conversations with Spaulding about 
the bogus certificates held by his 
bank. Spaulding said they were all 
lig h t aud asked him if money was due 
to‘these parties from the Government 
He said it was and went oil to ex 
plain the manner of doing business. 
He said the supplies were furnished 
and the bills went before the Bureau 
or Board to be passed upon; that he 
never issued a certificate for a dollar 
until tho bills cauie to his office duly 
approved, 
A horse attached to a heavy cart 
ran away on Market street this after­ 
noon. He took to the sidewalk corner 
of Dupont, and I\Iarket and before 
reaching Kearney knocked down and 
ran over a man and five women. The 
man and one woman were severely in­ 
jured. 
Paddy Magee and Brown Mac, the 
noted span trotting stallion were sold 
at auction to day, the first bringing 
$1,400 and Mac $520. 
The 27celestials who were last night 
playing Tan and arrested appeared in 
the Police Court this morning. They 
all presented various excuses for be­ 
ing iu the den, but none of their reasons 
beiug valid. They were all convicted 
and were ordered for sentence to-mor­ 
row. 
The celebration of St. Patrick to­ 
morrow will include a military and 
civic procession through the public 
streets, ami literary exercises at Union 
Hall. The latter will consist of an 
Address by tbe President of the day, 
a Poem by Chas. Flanagan, an Ora­ 
tion by J. j. Tibia and Songs aud 
Recitations,

Legislative Proceeding: '• 
S a c ra m e n to , March 16.—Tho Ben* 
ate met 10 a . M., Lieut. Governor 
Johnson presiding. 
Rogers presented the petition of Jo­ 
seph Newman asking that the Secre­ 
tary of State be instructed to return to 
him a silk flag now in possession of 
said officer and which was never pur­ 
chased by the State, aud is now un­ 
justly held. Referred. 
Augney, from the Committee on Fi­ 
nance, reported adversely upon tlieSen- 
ate bill providing for the continuance 
of the State geological survey; also 
upon the Senate bill making an appro­ 
priation to aid exhibitors from the 
State of California at the Centennial 
Exhibition to be held in the city of 
Philadelphia in this year. A majority 
of tlie Committee consisting of Tur­ 
ner, McCoppin and Lewis recommend­ 
ed a substitute for the original bill ap- 
propr’ating twenty-five thoasand dol- 
iars as against fiity thousand as origin­ 
ally proposed. The minority of tbe 
Committee, Tuttle and Angney, were 
opposed to any appiopriatiou what­ 
ever, setting forth at length the reas­ 
ons for such recommendations. 
On motion of Lainc the bills and re­ 
ports were referred to tlie Special 
Committee on tlie Centennial, with 
special instructions to report on next 
Monday. 
Tlie Senate then considered the bill 
authorizing the city and county of 
Ban Francisco to purchase water 
works and to condemn private proper­ 
ty for that purpose. This bill was un­ 
der discussion for over three ¡hours 
and was finally passed by a vote of 26 
ayes to 10 noes. 
Tbe chair then announced the hour 
for the consideration of the freights 
and fares bill. 
Farley took the foor and moved 
that the O’Conner transportation bill 
be considered first, stating that it em­ 
braced features sufficient not only to 
make it a good Commissioner bill, but 


also as good a fares and freights bill 
as that presented by Assemblyman 
Archer. 
Lewis hoped that the whole subject 
matter would be considered, and after 
discussion that the bills be voted on 
• "aU’y. 
Ar nc> ,oved to amend the motion 
by substituting the Archer bill for the 
O’Connor bill, claiming that it was a 
courtesy due to tlie Assembly to con­ 
sider first tbe bill which lias received 
their endorsement. 
The motious were finally withdrawn 
and the Archer bill read from the desk. 
The following question was then put 
to the Senate by tlie elialr: Shall the 
bill be read a third time and passed? 
Lewis argued at length that the bill 
was unconstitutional and in conflict 
with section 31 of article 4 of the 
State Constitution. 
He quoted 
from high legal authorities in support 
of his propositions, and he held that tlie 
bill wu9 also in conflict with section 
16 of article 1, inasmuch as it was an 
ex post facto aud Impairs theobligation 
of a contract law. He contended that 
to pass the bill would be a violation of 
the contract made between the rail­ 
road companies and the State. Through 
this speech he followed the line of 
argument pursued by Ex-Supreme 
Judge Sanderson in his brief of some 
months since on the question whether 
the State had power under the consti­ 
tution to regulate fares and freights. 
He stated iu conclusion that the peo­ 
ple do not demand the passnge of this 
grossly unjust law. 
He yielded to 
no man in his devotion to the people 
and under the existing circumstances 
would east liis vote against the passage 
of this or auy other bill of the same 
nature. 
The Assembly met at 10 A. M., the 
Speaker in the cliair. 
A message from the Governor in­ 
formed the House that his Excellency 
had signed the bill authorizing the 
Hoard ef Supervisors of Santa Bar­ 
bara county to issue bonds for the con­ 
struction of a jail and hospital in said 
county, and the bill ratifying and con­ 
firming certain ordinances of the Com­ 
mon Council of Santa Barbara passed 
during the current year; also the act 
amending the incorporation act of 
Santa Barbara. 
McConnell’s hill regulating the prac­ 
tice of medicine in the State came tip 
for consideration and after discussion 
was postponed until Mareli 21st. 
Adjourned. 
There are one hundred and two bills 
on the general lile of the Assembly and 
some special orders. McConnell’s bill 
increasing tho number of Notaries in 
Los Angeles county is in Senate gen­ 
eral file. Its passage is recommended 
by authority of the Jndiciary Commit­ 
tee. There is no stroug opposition to 
the bill.

A Leaf from the History oí Alfred A. Cohen. 
Among the persons who are in oppo­ 
sition to tlie Central Pacific Railroad, 
none appear so conspicuous as a man 
whose name is Alfred A. Cohen. The 
public may perhaps be able to form 
some estimate of this man’s character 
by reading the following extract from 
the San Francisco Bulletin of March 
12th, 1856. The article referred to 
is entitled “HONOR 
AMONG 
THIEVES” and is as follows : Iu Ids 
letter to the Now York Tribune, Mr. 
Henry Gibbons, M. I)., says that not 
a man iu California pretends that he 
ever lost a dollar by Cohen, directly 
or indirectly. In the evidenoe brought 
out at the trial Mr. Julian K. Rose 
stated under oath thut Cohen had de­ 
ceived him in the trade for the fifty 
vara lot, that the sumsharged by him 
(Rose) was $500, but Cohen asked and 
obtained a receipt for $1,000. Cohen 
mude Woods believe tlmt lie had paid 
the whole $1,000 and thus cheated 
Woods, liis brother thief, out of $500. 
As regards the honesty and business 
habits of this Mr. Alfred A. Cohen, so 
much prated of by Dr. Gibbons, we be­ 
lieve he would sell liis sou), if he had 
auy, for money; and so keen is lie after 
a trade, tlmt lie would undersell all 
competitors. 
Had Cohen lived in the tini9 of our 
Savior, it is our private opinion that 
there might have been saved all the 
way from one to twenty-nine pieces 
to the Jewish treasury. 
Mr. Alfred A. Coheii who was looked 
upon as the principal ageutwho swin­ 
dled ihe people in 1855-6 at the great 
failure of Adams & Co. In those years 
liis name figured very conspicuously 
in the different courts. He wusproved 
guilty of perjury on several occasions. 
He was branded as a felon and thief, 
and only escaped condign punishment 
by the liberal use of money by which 
lie purchased immunity from courts 
which were only les9 venal than him­ 
self.This is the man is allowed to 
appear before a Committee of Honor­ 
able gentlemen representing the peo­ 
ple of California. His propef Yfiace is 
Sau Quentin with other felons, and it 
is a shame and disgrace that such a 
man should be allowed to utter a word 
or even appear in the presence of a 
Senatorial Committed. If the people 
of California desire to know further or 
this branded felon, let them study the 
files of San Francisco papers of 1855-6, 
and they will find we have not told 
half the truth.— Sac. Leader.
